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The most colorful 
time of the years

Like many who choose to 
live in a northern climate, 
autumn is my favorite time 
of the year. After the awak- 
ening of spring and flurry 
of activity in the good ole 
summertime, it’s refreshing 
to greet the autumn break 
from tourist season, recon- 
nect with family, friends, 
football and the couch, 
while marveling as the hard- 
wood forests turn a palette 
of gorgeous colors. 

And why is that? 

It starts with the fact that 
leaves are food factories. 
They draw water from the 
earth, mix it with carbon 
dioxide in the air (a very en- 
vironmentally generous 
act), and use sunlight to 
turn this combination into 
glucose using a green chem- 
ical called chlorophyll. The 
whole process is something 
called photosynthesis, 
which I learned in school 
but have since forgotten due 
to a process called; aging. 

So what happens in the 
fall? 

Well, it’s obvious when I 
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Deadman’s Hill, near Elmira, is a popular northern Lower Michigan spot to take in the fall color show.

struggle to get out of bed in 
the dark each morning that 
the days are becoming 
shorter. The autumn equi- 
nox signals that winter is 
soon approaching. That 
means less sunlight, and for 
deciduous trees and most 
plants, that spells the end to 
the whole photosynthesis 
process until next spring. 
This gradually reduces the 
amount of (green) chloro- 
phyll in the leaf, which pro- 
duces new hues in the leaf 


color. It’s the same thing 
that happens to bananas as 
they ripen, turning green to 
yellow as the chlorophyll 
disappears. 

And why different colors 
for different tree species? 

Well, leaves with lots of 
sugar and a chemical called 
anthocyanin create bright 
red and purple pigments 
(seen in Red Maples, Sugar 
Maples and Dogwoods). 
Higher concentrations of 
carotenes and xanthophylls 
bring out the orange and 
yellows (such as in Aspens 
and Poplars) and browns

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change earlier than Norway 
Maples, Oaks change late in 
the fall and hold on to their 
tannin-filled brown leaves 
most of the winter. It also 
has to do with the amount 
of water the trees get; the 
more water, the longer the 
leaves hang on. Physical in- 
jury, infestation, environ- 
mental factors such as 
proximity to the street, salt 
damage, herbicides and air 
pollution can also cause a 
tree to change leaf color 
early. 

The best autumn colors 
usually arrive after a warm, 
late summer followed by a 
sunny early fall that has 
seasonably warm days and 
cool, but not freezing nights. 
A combination of good 
ground moisture, plenty of 
sun and cooler tempera- 
tures cause leaves to make 
lots of sugar, which makes 
the changing colors look 
very sweet indeed. Don’t 
look for Jack Frost to paint 
the leaves; an early freeze 
will just make leaves fall 
more quickly (as will high 
winds and torrential rains 
of course). 

If this all sounds a bit too 
scientific for such an artistic 
phenomena, consider that 
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Militia Members 
arraigned on 
terrorism charges 


Six of the seven individuals 
facing terrorism and other 
felony charges filed by Michi- 
gan Attorney General Dana 
Nessel have now been ar- 
raigned, as the seventh awaits 
extradition to Michigan. 

The Attorney General’s of- 
fice charged seven men after 
the execution of multiple 
search and arrest warrants 
late Wednesday in a joint oper- 
ation with the U.S. Attorneys 
of the Eastern and Western 
districts of Michigan, the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
and the Michigan State Police. 

In total, 19 state felony 
charges were filed by Attor- 
ney General Nessel against 
seven individuals known to be 
members of the militia group 
Wolverine Watchmen or asso- 
ciates of Wolverine Watch- 
men. Federal charges were 
also filed against six other in- 
dividuals. 

The suspects were alleged 
to have called on the groups’ 
members to identify the home 
addresses of law enforcement 
officers in order to target 
them; made threats of vio- 
lence to instigate a civil war 
leading to societal collapse; 
and engaged in the planning 
and training for an operation 
to attack the state Capitol 
building and kidnap govern- 
ment officials, including Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer. 

The following individuals 
were charged by Attorney 
General Nessel as part of the 
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MDHHS Emer- 
gency Order 
requires schools to 
issue COVID case

Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS) Director Robert 
Gordon issued an Emergency 
Order requiring K-12 schools 
to provide public notice to the 
school community about prob- 
able and confirmed cases of 
COVID-19 within 24 hours. 

The order requires local 
health departments to notify 
schools within 24 hours of 
learning of a probable or con- 
firmed school-associated case 
of COVID-19. Upon notifica- 
tion, schools must provide 
public notification on a highly 
visible location on the school’s 
website that covers the im- 
pacted building or location 
within 24 hours. Schools are 
encouraged to provide infor- 
mation about measures in 
place at the school to prevent 
transmission of COVID-19, as 
well as measures that individ- 
uals can take to prevent trans- 
mission. 

“Recent outbreaks through- 
out the country demonstrate 
that COVID-19 can spread 
quickly in the school setting,” 
said Gordon. “Timely commu- 
nication from schools to par- 
ents, guardians, students, 
teachers, staff and other per- 
sons affiliated with schools en-

The County Road Associa- 
tion (CRA) of Michigan has 
released a new video outlin- 
ing the importance of placing 
political signs — and Yard Sale 
and Free Kittens signs — out- 
side of the road right-of-way. 
The right-of-way extends ap- 
proximately 33 feet in both di- 
rections from the centerline 
of the road. Any signs placed 
in that area are a safety 


threat to both drivers and 
roadworkers. 

“When you place a sign too 
close to the road, it can inter- 
fere with roadworkers per- 
forming essential 
maintenance duties like 
mowing or digging,” CRA di- 
rector Denise Donohue said. 
“Tt can also obstruct driver 
vision, making for an unsafe 
environment. Following

The Health Department of North- 
west Michigan is reporting 4 new con- 
firmed cases in Charlevoix (1), Emmet 
(2), and Otsego (1) counties. Case in- 
vestigation and contact tracing are in 
progress, and relevant information 
will be shared when it is available.

While we are still experi- 
encing the effects of the COVID-19 
pandemic, a virus with no known 
cure or vaccine at this time, we are re- 
minded of the importance of staying 
up to date with regular vaccines as 
well as receiving the flu vaccine annu- 
ally. We offer flu shot clinics each year 
with locations in all four counties and 
this year, due to COVID-19, clinics are 
drive-thru and by appointment only.

“Tt is important that we make every 
effort to protect our infants, young 
children, and adolescents by making 
sure they can get all of their vaccines 
and follow the recommended sched- 
ule.

Consumers Energy removes retired, de-energized cables in the Straits of Mackinac 


Consumers Energy recently re- 
moved long-retired energy infrastruc- 
ture from the Straits of Mackinac as 
part of its commitment to protecting 
Michigan’s environment. 

The company pulled up electric ca- 
bles which were 46 kilovolt (kV)that 
had been de-energized since their re- 
tirement in 1990, along with concrete 
mats and grounding cables associated 
with the lines. Removing the cables 
improves safety in the Straits and en- 
hances the state’s waterways by re- 
ducing the odds of incidents such as 
an alleged tugboat anchor strike in 
2018. Materials from the removed ca- 
bles were salvaged and recycled to the 
extent possible to help offset the proj- 
ect costs and promote sustainable 
practices. 


“Consumers Energy has long stood 
for the health and safety of the public 
and the protection of our state’s wa- 
terways,” said Dennis Dobbs, Con- 
sumers Energy’s vice president of 
Enterprise Project Management and 
Environmental Services. “After learn- 
ing of the 2018 alleged anchor strike 
on our cable, we began to investigate 
the best way to leave the Straits of 
Mackinac and the entire state in a bet- 
ter place.” 

In 2018, a tugboat and barge al- 
legedly dragged an anchor through 
the Mackinac Straits, striking some of 
Consumers Energy’s retired cables, as 
well as active electric transmission ca- 
bles owned by American Transmis- 
sion Company (ATC) and the 
Enbridge Energy Line 5 pipeline. No 


environmental damage occurred re- 
lated to the Consumers Energy cables 
because they did not contain materi- 
als or fluids (mineral oil) that could 
have leaked. 

The cables, installed in 1956, once 
supplied electricity to the Upper 
Peninsula. 

Consumers Energy worked closely 
with key stakeholders, including the 
Michigan Department of Environ- 
ment, Great Lakes, and Energy 
(EGLE) and the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers (USACE) for per- 
mitting to remove the exposed, retired 
electric cables from the bottomlands 
in the Straits of Mackinac. The re- 
moval project took roughly five 
months and was completed with zero 
safety incidents.

MDHHS Emergency Order highlights 


On October 5, the Michi- 
gan Department of Health 
and Human Services 
(MDHHS) issued an Emer- 
gency Order under the Pub- 
lic Health Code restricting 
gathering sizes, requiring 
face coverings in public 
spaces, and places limita- 
tions on bars and other ven- 
ues. 

The order covers the fol- 
lowing categories: 

Attendance Limitations at 
Gatherings 

Face Coverings at Gather- 
ings 

Exceptions to Face Cover- 
ing Requirements 

Food Service Establish- 
ments 

Organized Sports 

Implementation and En- 
forcement of the Emergency 
Order 

In the Emergency Order, 
there are exceptions for Re- 
gion 6 — Region 6 includes 
Manistee, Wexford, Mis- 
saukee, Roscommon, Benzie, 
Grand Traverse, Kalkaska, 
Crawford, Leelanau, Antrim, 
Otsego, Montmorency, 
Alpena, Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gan, Presque Isle, and 
Emmet counties. Below is a 
breakdown of those excep- 
tions. 

INDOOR GATHERINGS 

In Region 6, indoor gather- 
ings of more than 10 and up 
to 500 people occurring at a 
non-residential venue are 
permitted only to the extent 
that the organizers and 
venue 

with fixed seating, limit at- 
tendance to up to 25% of 
seating capacity. 

All other regions must 
limit seating capacity to no 
more than 20% capacity. 

without fixed seating, limit 
attendance to 25 persons per 
1,000 square feet in each oc- 
cupied room. 

All other regions must 
limit attendance to 20 per- 
sons per 1,000 square feet in 
each occupied room. 

FACE COVERINGS 

In Region 6, face coverings 
(consistent with section 3 of 
the order) are required for 
indoor gatherings of any 
kind in businesses, govern- 
ment offices, and other oper- 
ations. However, face 
coverings are recommended 
in schools within Region 6. 

In all other regions, face 
coverings are required for 
indoor gatherings of any 
kind in businesses, govern- 
ment offices, schools, and 
other operations. 

All other categories 
spelled out in the Emergency 


Order are the same for all re- 
gions across the state. 

The new Emergency 
Order is issued under MCL 
333.2253 of the Public Health 
Code, which gives the direc- 
tor of MDHHS this author- 
ity. It states: “If the director 
determines that control of 
an epidemic is necessary to 
protect the public health, the 
director by emergency order 
may prohibit the gathering 
of people for any purpose 
and may establish proce- 
dures to be followed during 
the epidemic to insure con- 
tinuation of essential public 
health services and enforce- 
ment of health laws. Emer- 
gency procedures shall not 
be limited to this code.” This 
authority is not tied to the 
Executive Orders that were 
overruled by the Supreme 
Court. We expect additional 
guidance in the future. 

In addition to the guidance 
above, we remind the com- 
munity of the following: 

Employers are still re- 
sponsible for the health and 
safety of their employees 
and customers, and should 
continue to follow all CDC, 
MDHHS and MIOSHA guid- 
ance. Executive Directive 
2020-06 (different from an 
emergency order) instruct- 
ing Michigan government 
agencies to enforce COVID- 
19 safety in businesses is still 
in effect. 

County governments 
should continue using their 
COVID-19 safety plans. Re- 
mote meetings remain legal 
under Executive Directive 
2020-02. 

Schools should continue to 
follow their COVID-19 plans 
and other Michigan Depart- 
ment of Education guidance 
under House Bills 5911-5913, 
the Return to Learn plan. 

District Health Depart- 
ment #10 wants to be sure 
that the public understands 
that basic public health work 
will continue unchanged. All 
basic public health opera- 
tions including contact trac- 
ing, quarantines, and food 
and water sanitation are still 
required by law and must go 
on. 

Please note that the new 
guidance issued is referred 
to as an “Emergency Order” 
and should not be confused 
with the “Executive Orders” 
vacated in a recent Supreme 
Court ruling. Persons with 
suggestions and concerns 
about this order are invited 
to submit comments via 
email to COVID19@michi- 
gan.gov.

Virtual “Green Stormwater Infrastructure” 
public meeting October 15 


Residents of Boyne City, 
Charlevoix, and East Jordan 
are invited to participate in a 
unique visioning opportunity 
to advance green stormwater 
infrastructure (GSI) in their 
communities. This new proj- 
ect, spearheaded by Tip of 
the Mitt Watershed Council 
in partnership with Drum- 
mond Carpenter PLLC and 
the three cities, has exam- 
ined existing stormwater in- 
frastructure in each city and 
highlighted opportunities to 
adopt new GSI practices. 
Now, it’s up to the public to 
learn about and provide 
input on which applications 
they would like to see in their 
communities. 

Mimicking the ways that 
nature helps stormwater flow 
back into the ground can 
keep water resources clean 
and protect public health. 
GSI uses native vegetation 
and natural processes to cap- 
ture pollutants, minimize nu- 


Tobacco-free 


Over the last few years, 
there has been growing sup- 
port of tobacco-free outdoor 
recreation areas to promote 
and protect health and the en- 
vironment in local communi- 
ties. Tobacco-free parks and 
beaches provide individuals, 
families, and children a 
healthy environment where 
they are able to remain so- 
cially distant during COVID-19 
and not be exposed to the 
harmful effects of secondhand 
smoke. 

In outdoor environments 
where tobacco is acceptable, 
children, those with special 
health needs, older individu- 


trient runoff, and reduce the 
release of liquid sewage into 
local watersheds. GSI can 
prolong the life of existing 
stormwater infrastructure 
and enhance stormwater 
treatment. Examples of GSI 
in this project include tree 
box filters, rain gardens or 
bioretention basins, 
bioswales, application of per- 
meable pavers, and green al- 
leys. The Watershed Council 
selected sites for new GSI by 
monitoring areas of heavy 
stormwater flow and meeting 
with city officials.

MHSAA announces changes to Face covering and crowd sizes for high school sports 


Given the recent ruling by the 
Michigan Supreme Court on Octo- 
ber 2, along with the Emergency 
Order issued by MDHHS on October 
5, the MHSAA is providing this up- 
dated guidance. Be advised that the 
only change below from past guid- 
ance is the effective date (immedi- 
ate) for crowds and gathering sizes. 
In general, the MHSAA is advising 
member schools to maintain the sta- 
tus quo for the time being, because 
of all of the uncertainty surround- 
ing the enforceability of the EO’s, 
MDHHS orders and county health 
department restrictions. 

1. Face Coverings: Based on the 
MDHHS Emergency Order of Octo- 
ber 5, there will be no change to the 
face covering requirements as out- 
lined in MHSAA guidance to 
schools from both September 10 and 
30. Face coverings continue to be re- 
quired of fall athletes in football, 
soccer and volleyball. Face cover- 
ings continue to be required of in- 


door officials at all times and out- 
door officials when not involved in 
active officiating which includes ar- 
rival at the site, pregame duties, 
timeouts, intermissions, extended 
stoppages in play and any postgame 
responsibilities while still onsite. 
The face covering requirement for 
everyone else present including 
coaches, trainers, managers, media 
members, game administration and 
spectators also remains unchanged. 
Remember that social distancing 
MUST be followed at all times for 
everyone except athletes and offi- 
cials involved in active participation 
during the contest. 

2. Crowds/Gathering Sizes: As of 
October 6, if an indoor event is ina 
fixed indoor seating venue (gymna- 
sium or pool), 20% of seating capac- 
ity is allowed for up to 500 
spectators (25% in Region 6). If your 
gymnasium seats 2,500 or more, you 
would be able to sell 500 spectator 
tickets. 


If your gymnasium seats less 
than 2,500, take 20% (or 25% in Re- 
gion 6) of your maximum capacity 
to determine the number of allowed 
spectators. If an outdoor event is in 
a fixed outdoor seating venue (foot- 
ball or soccer stadium), 30% of seat- 
ing capacity is allowed for up to 
1,000 spectators. If your stadium 
seats 3,333 or more, you would be 
able to sell 1,000 spectator tickets. If 
your stadium seats less than 3,333, 
take 30% of your maximum seating 
capacity to determine the number 
of allowed spectators. Note that if 
an outdoor event is NOT in a fixed 
outdoor seating venue (cross coun- 
try, golf, soccer field with no perma- 
nent/fixed seating), a site must 
maintain no more than 30 specta- 
tors per 1,000 square feet of the fa- 
cility, up toa maximum of 1,000 
spectators. We realize this will be 
challenging to enforce in cross 
country and golf in particular given 
the massive expanse of many cross 


country and golf courses. In these 
cases, use every opportunity possi- 
ble to announce and remind all in- 
volved to keep social distancing at 
all times. Effective immediately, 
local schools may use these new in- 
door and outdoor limitations or 
may continue to use the two specta- 
tors per participant guidance. If 
local health department orders 
exist that are stricter than these up- 
dated MHSAA requirements, mem- 
ber schools and host venues are 
expected to follow those local or- 
ders. 

The MHSAA will continue to 
communicate with various stake- 
holders who may be able to provide 
clarification on the status of 
COVID-19 restrictions for school 
districts and school sports. We will 
share further information with 
member schools as circumstances 
continue to change.

CHOOSING A FORECLOSED HOME TO BUY 


Foreclosed homes represent some 
of the finest buying opportunities in 
many years. If one understands how 
to choose the right property, they can 
be pleased with the purchase. 

Just because it is a foreclosed prop- 
erty, does not automatically guarantee 
that it will be a good buy. There are 
several factors to consider before 
choosing a property and making an 
offer. This will help ensure that a 
choice will be the right one. 


PURPOSE 


Is one an investor or looking for a 
home to live in? Depending on the in- 
tended use for the property, the buy- 
ing criteria may be somewhat 
different. Investors usually are plan- 
ning to either rent the property or re- 
sell it. The primary consideration is 
positive cash flow, or the ability to 
profit from a resale. 

Owner-occupant buyers who intend 
to buy a foreclosed home to live in are 
not concerned about rental cash flow.

LOCATION

Owner-occupants should qualify 
themselves based on their take-home 
pay not gross income. For a mortgage 
that is comfortable and affordable, try 
not to exceed 36% of take home pay 
for a monthly payment. One may qual- 
ify for more, but this could lead to fi- 
nancial problems down the road. Have 
a monthly payment firmly in mind 
when shopping and making offers. Do 
not let agents or lenders tempt to bor- 
row more than you can afford. Buying 
a foreclosed home in a good location, 
with a monthly payment that is af- 
fordable will result in less stress and 
more happiness in a new home.
